here is Section One of the 


actual text of the original change- 
of-venue law you approved in the 
general election last November, refer- 
red Act 314 of 1939 (I have put the 
most significant clause in capitals): 


"AH actions for damages for 


personal injury or

the county where the accident 
occurred which caused the -injury 
or death or in 
THE 
COUNTY 


WHERE THE PERSON INJURED OR 
KILLED RESIDED AT THE TIME OF

Senators Mitchell and Lookadoo as- 


sert their Senate bill No. 40 has other 
objectives, but on the only point 
where we have attacked them the 
very certified copy of their bill bears 
out our contention, Section One of 
Senate bill No. 40 says: 


"In any civil action which may

You were 
very critical in your editorial and "I'm 
quite sure that this was,brought about 
because of a lack of information. You, 
stated in your editorial that Senate 
Bill No. 40 which was introduced'and 
passed for the purpose of clarifying 
the Venue Act should have provided 
that'a suit could be filed either in 
the county where the defendant lived 
or in the county where the plain- 
tiff lived at the time. I have be- 
fore me and I am enclosing your 
editorial, also retaining one, • arid 
when you compare the 
criticisms 


•which you offered to my bill, you 
will sec that, the information which 
yo.ii had was^not authentic, but was 
entirely misleading. 


I have gone to the trouble to get 


a certified copy of the bill which 
s sworn to by Lieutenant-Governoi 
Bob Bailey, and Virgil Ramsey, Secre- 
,ary of the Senate, sworn to before 
.he Secretary of the State, C, G. 
iall, with the seal of State placed 
thereon in order that you may know 
that it is the exact bill which you 
criticised. 


By examining this bill in Line 7 


of Section 1 you will fiiid this lan- 
guage, "It is specifically set out 
,hat suits for personal injury cases 
nay be filed in either the county 
where the cause of action occurred 
or in the county where the plain- 
tiff resides at the time the cause of 
action occurred," I am sure you 
saw in the Arkansas Gazette this 
morning, February 10, an explana- 
,ion which thoroughly explains what 
the bill carries and is in direct con- 
troversy of your criticisms of me and 
the bill. 


I think you will be fair enough in 
[iving the public the language, and 
contents of the bill without my name 
being further mentioned. I am sure 
that you want to do what is right 
about it and that you have no in- 
tention of misrepresenting me or the 
contents of the bill. However, if you 
do not see fit to do that, I am asking 
that you publish this letter vcrba- 
tum together with the bill vcrbatum 


that the people who read your 


paper may know that I have stated 
the truth, and that they may see from 
the Lieutenant-Governor's 
signature 


and the Secretary of the 
Senate's 


signature sworn to before the Secre- 
tary of the State that this is the 
bill and no substitute, 


I wish you would take special no- 


tice that the bill is in its original 
form, that there 
has never 
been 


added to, or taken from the bill any 
time, and that no senator ever of- 
fered any amendment in the senate. 
With this explanation I am sure I 
can depend upon you to give the 
public what the actual contents of 
the bill arc, since it is in plain, 
undisputablc language, and is sub- 
ject to only one interpretation, and

Having Uncovered some -basic facts 


on the intelligence of animals, he 
turned to experiments on children, 
studying their learning habits and 
degrees of intelligence. Here, again, 
he was pioneering. 


Dr. Thorndike tossed a lightning 


bolt in old pedagogical circles When he 
found that reading the classics did 
not necessarily improve brain power. 


From individual traits of children 


and adults, Dr. Thorndike turned to 
the study of people as social beings 
to learn how and why they live and 
work -together, and what are the 
best living conditions. 
. 


He found, along with many impor- 


tant discoveries, that those cities which 
have relatively few male domestic ser- 
vants, a small number Of clergymen, 
and a large consumption of tobacco 
are desirable places in which to live. 


He found a good educational sys- 


tem makes a city a better place, al- 
though it'does not make it much 
richer. It is the people, not their mon- 
ey, that is important. 


We have yet to hear his findings on 


the status ,of landladies versus good- 
paying: lodgers (encumbered with chic- 
kens only) and what it all may have, 
to do. with making a city a desir- 
able or undesirable place in which to 
live.

S. B. No. 40 (Lookadoo and Mit- 


chell) Judiciary "B" . 


A bill for an act to be entitled: "An 


act to provide for state-wide service 
of process In civil actions ami to 
clarify referred Act No, 4 passed by 
the 1939 Legislature, approved by the 
electorate November 5, 1940." 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE GEN- 


ERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS: 


SECTION !. In any civil action 


which may lawfully be brought in 
some one or more particular county 
in this state and not in any county 
of the state in which service may be 
had on the defendant, suits may be 
filed in the county where the plain- 
tiff resides or in the county where the 
cause' of action occurred. Summons 
may be issued in this county and 
directed to any county in the state for 
service, and said service shall be legal 
the same as if service had been 
obtained in the county in which the 
suit was filed. It is specifically set 
out that suits for personal 
injury 


cases may be filed in either the coun- 
ty where the cause of action occur- 
red, or in the county where the plain- 
tiff resides at the time the cause of 
action occurred, and that suit may 
be filed in either^- county and sum- 
mons directed to any county in the 
state, and such service shall be a 
legal service. 


SECTION 2. It is hereby ascertain- 


ed and declared to be a fact that 
the laws concerning service of pro- 
cess in Arkansas are in an uncertain 
state; furthermore,' that there 
are 


complaints now pending in the courts 
of Arkansas, brought on meritorious 
causes of action, upon which it may 
be impossible to secure service of 
process, the actions being local'in na- 
ture and service being now in some 
cases limited to the county in which 
such actions are brought. Therefore, 
this act being necessary for the im- 
mediate . preservation 
of the public 


peace, health and safety, an emer- 
gency is hereby declared to exist 
and this act shall be in full force 
and effect from and after the date 
of its passage.

you've heard about all your life—The 
Average American! • 


You haven't met him before unless 


you've met Ralph C. Suter of Plym- 
outh, Ind., a garage helper. 


His is the average American fam- 


ily. 
He's the one fellow who cim fill 


the U. S. census bureau's prescription 
for the statistical shadow of us all, 
based on 1940 census figures, just re- 
leased. 


I traveled from Washington, D. C., 


to Plymouth to see Ralph Sutcr and 
his family in real life. 


Ralph Suter is 5 feet, 10. A frank, 


open face. Chiseled features like a 
soldier's, 
until he grins. Then the 


lines soften, and he's like an over- 
grown boy fond of fishing. 


Erma Suter is slim, straight, not too 


tall. She has dancing blue eyes, flut- 
ters when she's in a hurry. Always 
practical .especially when it comes to 
raising daughter, Carol, 6, and son, 
Ralph, Jr., 3. Ralph, Jr., is the real 
boss of the family, like the youngest in 
many another American home. 


"We think it's nice to carry the 


family names on," says Erma, "espec- 
ially the boys'." 


Ralph, Sr., was surprised when the 


South Bend Tribune man told him he 
was Mr, Average American. He'd 
never thought of himself that way, 
But, arms folded, and work-cap in 
hand, he offered to tell all about 
himself.

"We haven't any more destroyers to 


spare than we need for' a balanced 
fleet," the navy secretary told a press 
conference. 


"I am not going to comment direct- 


ly on Willkie's proposal, but my posi- 
tion as secretary of the navy is against 
depleting our navy further." 


In other administration quarters, 


nevertheless, the Wilikic proposal was 
reported to be receiving serious con- 
sideration, and some informed persons 
even went so far as to predict that 
very tangible.results might be forth- 
coming if the British aid bill were 
enacted. 


It was while testifying in support 


of this measure before the senate 
foreign relations committee Tuesday 
that Willkie said "England desperate- 
ly needed more destroyers" in ad- 
dition to the 50 already furnished 
by this country to help protect her 
shipping from increasingly effective 
German attacks. 


He may have discussed the same 


situation when he called on FDR 
Tuesday night. Neither Willkie nor 
White House officials gave out de- 
tails of the 'conference.
